I SUPPOSE  it’s  twenty-five  years  since  I grew  my 
first  Gladiolus.  1 remember  it  was  one  of  those 
old-style  varieties— dark  red,  about  eighteen  inches 
high  and  with  small  flowers,  headed  a good  deal  like 
our  Primulinus.  What  a difference  from  the  gorgeous 
beauties  I grow  nowadays!  I’ve  always  grown  things 
as  long  as  I can  remember.  I’d  rather  dig  and  plant, 
I’d  rather  watch  the  buds  corm  on  the  little  green 
swords  of  the  Gladiolus  than  any  play  or  any  picture 
1 ever  saw.  I suppose  it’s  because  I love  it  so  that 
plants  and  bulbs  and  I get  along  so  well  together. 
And  that  probably  is  what  interests  you.  I do  my 
growing  well,  because  I like  it.  But  you  get  what  you 
order,  strong,  fully  grown,  true  to  name  Gladioli,  be- 
cause I know  my  business,  as  well  as  love  it. 

There  are,  I have  heard,  Gladioli  catalogs  which 
bear  the  names  of  men  who  never  grew  a Gladiolus 
for  market.  But  I grew  most  of  the  bulbs  you  will 
order  from  this  book.  I watched  some  of  them  grow 
from  rare  imported  bulbs  purchased  from  the  best 
Gladiolus  growers  in  Europe — some  of  them,  I am 
glad  to  say,  friends  of  mine  for  years,  Gladiolus 
lovers,  every  one,  Iike,jnyself.  Strange  how  well  you 
can  do  a thing  if  you  love  to  do  it. 

1 wish  you  could  drive  \but  to  Wildhagen  Bulb 
Farms  this  summer.  Do  so  if  you  are  anywhere  near 
Waterloo.  I’d  like  you  to  walk  down  the  rows  on 
rows  of  blazing  bloom.  Never  a white  bulb  where  a 
red  bulb  should  be.  Never  a nameless  stranger  in  a 
row  of  costly*  bulbs.

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Why  I Recommend  the 
(gladiolus

IT  IS  easy  to  grow,  yet  it  repays  royally  the  great- 
est care  you  can  give  it.  It  is  a strong,  sturdy  plant. 
Grows  almost  anywhere,  for  anybody. 

It  is  so  dainty,  so  appealing,  every  blossom  a study 
in  itself;  that  rare  combination,  color  together  with 
form  and  size. 

It  is  without  an  equal  as  a cut  flower.  It  blooms 
till  the  last  bud. 

There  is  unlimited  variety  and  color  for  the  choos- 
ing. One  always  regrets  he  didn’t  plant  more  of  them. 
That’s  how  the  Gladiolus  grips  the  fancy. 

It  lends  itself 
to  decorative  ef- 
fects. The  Gladi- 
olus is  clean-cut, 
definite.  There  is 
no  sloppiness 
about  it.  It  is  up- 
right, graceful 
yet  strong  like 
the  brush  strokes 
of  an  artist  gen- 
ius, not  one  mis- 
placed or  wasted. 

Those  who 
grow  the  Gladio- 
lus find  them- 
selves depending 
on  it  more  and 
more  each  year. 

It  responds  to 
your  care  with  a 
lavish  repayment 
in  color  and 
beauty.  I urge 
you  to  plant  a 
real  selection  this 
year.  ’Twill  re- 
pay you  best  of 
all  you  plant. 

Think  of  going  into  your  own  garden,  cutting  a 
stalk  with  fifteen  to  twenty  buds  on  it  and  to  see 
every  bud  blossom  into  a flower  four,  five,  or  even 
six  inches  across!  Never  an  Orchid  in  deepest  jungle 
of  Asia  can  surpass  the  Gladiolus  at  its  best. 

Gladiolus  blooms  from  June  to  frost.  You  your- 
self may  have  them  this  way  if  you  choose.  Simply 
plant  a succession.  You  never  know  how  much  you 
like  Gladiolus  till  you  see  a great  bed  of  your  own 
in  full  bloom. 
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How  to  Take  Care  of 

gladiolus 


DON’T  be  afraid  to  plant  a good  assortment. 
They  are  not  at  all  hard  to  bring  to  bloom. 
Buy  from  one  who  makes  a business  of  raising 
bulbs  for  the  market.  You  will  be  better  satisfied. 
Wildhagen  Bulbs  are  solid,  fully  grown,  and  true  to 
name. 

When  buying,  do  not  select  the  largest  bulbs;  in 
fact,  some  varieties  never  grow  big  bulbs.  See,  rather, 
that  the  bulbs  are  well  shaped,  firm  and  well  devel- 
oped. A big  soft  bulb  is  a weak  or  worthless  one. 

Gladiolus  does  well  in  most  soils,  but  should  get 
the  full  sun.  Make  ready  the  soil  as  early  as  prac- 
ticable. Do  not  use  stable  manure  unless  it  can  be 
applied  in  the  fall  and  thoroughly  worked  into  the 
soil  in  spring.  Bone  meal  and  lime  are  often  used 
and  should  be  well  worked  in. 

In  beds,  plant  bulbs  four  or  five  or  six  inches  apart 
and  hoe  them  well.  You  will  be  repaid  with  a blaze 
of  gorgeous  colors.  Keep  down  the  weeds. 

For  cut  flowers,  plant  four  to  six  inches  deep,  de- 
pending on  size  of  bulb,  and  in  rows  eighteen  inches 
apart.  Three  inches  apart  in  the  row  is  enough. 
Don’t  get  them  upside  down!  Many  lovers  of  Gladi- 
olus plant  a succession  from  early  spring  till  July. 

Keep  the  weeds  down,  especially  after  the  spike 
appears.  The  Gladiolus  responds  to  plenty  of  water 
but  does  finely  on  short  rations  if  the  ground  is  kept 
thoroughly  worked.  If  you  use  water,  do  it  after 
sunset. 

In  the  fall,  when  the  leaves  turn  brown  or  the 
frost  comes,  dig  the  bulbs.  You  will  find  them  nestled 
in  a cluster  of  little  bulbs.  Cut  the  stalks  right  at  the 
bulb.  Cure  in  sun  or  a dry  room.  Keep  in  flat  boxes 
or  baskets  8 or  10  degrees  above  freezing  if  possible 
(40  degrees.) 

CARE  OF  CUT  FLOWERS 

Your  Gladiolus  is  your  prize  garden  flower.  But 
what  a cut  flower  if  you  give  it  a chance!  Cut  a 
long  spike,  three  or  four  feet,  leaving  a few  leaves 
only  on  the  bulb.  Do  this  when  the  first  bud  opens; 
bring  into  the  house  and  keep  the  old  flowers  picked 
off.  Every  bud  will  open.  Every  one  will  have  its 
best  color.  There  is  no  finer  cut  flower. 


MASS  PLANTING 

Such  wonderful  color  effects  can  be  achieved  by 
only  a little  care  as  to  planting  that  we  can  not  re- 
frain from  mentioning  the  opportunity  you  have. 
Imagine  a bank  of  varieties  on  the  pink  order — from 
the  Early  Pink,  Mrs.  Keur,  on  up  to  the  flaming 
Princeps  or  Mrs.  Francis  King.  Then  the  orange  and 
yellows,  such  a variety!  If  you  dare,  plant  the  red 
varieties,  like  Crimson  Glow,  War,  or  Miss  Beecher 
and  next  to  it  the  pure  white  of  L’lmmaculee,  Peace, 
White  Glory  or  Lily  White.

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Life  History  of  a Wildhagen 
‘Bulb 


ALMOST  anybody  can  raise  Gladioli  and  bring 
them  to  bloom — if  he  has  a good  bulb  to  start 
L with.  And  there's  the  difficulty.  For  the  raising 
of  sound,  good,  true-to-name  Gladiolus  bulbs  is  more 
than  growing  blooms.  It’s  a science.  It  only  comes 
after  years  of  experience. 

When  you  get  a Wildhagen  bulb  you  will  find  it 
solid,  well-shaped  and  true-to-name.  It  will  grow  and 
furnish  you  blooms  according  to  the  kind  you  bought. 
That's  what  you  have  a right  to  expect. 

Few  people  know  how  to  raise  Gladiolus  bulbs  for 
market. 

It  begins  two  years  or  more  before  your  order 
comes  in. 

We  plant  the  little  black  bulblets,  using  every  pos- 
sible precaution  to  avoid  error.  These  baby  bulbs  are 
given  every  care  in  culture;  a number  of  very  im- 
portant operations  must  be  done  here,  just  right  at 
just  the  right  time.  The  result  is  a crop  of  bulbs  less 
than  half  inch  up  to  one  inch  in  size.  These  are  the 
bulbs  from  which  ycmr  bulbs  are  grown  and  if  they 
were  poor  or  weak  you  would  receive  poor,  weak 
bulbs. 

But  right  there  is  where  our  care  and  the  facilities 
we  have  serve  you. 

The  bulbs  are  dug  early — but  not  too  early — and 
cured  with  the  greatest  care.  Next  spring  they  are 
planted  and  in  the  fall  your  bulbs  are  harvested. 

What  then?  Well,  first  they  are  cleaned,  then 
cured  in  trays  built  for  this  purpose.  Our  curing 
room  is  120  feet  by  60  feet,  and  often  is  stacked  with 
these  trays  to  the  ceiling.  When  the  curing  has  pro- 
gressed far  enough  the  bulbs  are  cleaned  and  the  cur- 
ing finished.  Next  they  go  to  the  sorters.  These  are 
special  machines  made  in  Holland — by  hand,  I be- 
lieve. They  sort  ten  sizes  at  one  time  without  bruis- 
ing or  breaking. 

The  bulbs  are  then  stored  till  the  orders  are  put  up. 
Can  you  imagine  the  opportunity  for  error  all 
along  these  many  varied  operations?  There  might 
be  but  for  an  intense  amount  of  personal  supervi- 
sion. On  the  other  hand,  the  wholesale  curing,  stor- 
ing and  sorting  give  opportunities  for  doing  each 
operation  well,  doing  it  thoroughly  and  very  cheaply. 

You  will,  perhaps,  be  surprised  at  the  low  prices 
for  the  quality  of  goods  you  receive.  You  will  won- 
der how  we  can  do  it.  The  answer  is,  quantity  pro- 
duction, plenty  of  room,  and  quality  strains  of  Gladi- 
oli from  the  very  beginning. 

Let  me  suggest  one  thing:  Early  orders  likely 
give  the  best  satisfaction.  While  we  have  a very  large 
stock,  yet  the  very  bulbs  you  want  we  might  not 
have  on  hand,  if  you  wait  too  long  before  sending 
your  order.  Do  it  early  and  you’re  sure  to  get  just 
what  you  want  and  no  delays.

They  differ  from  the  Iris 
in  that  they  require  several  years  before  coming  to 
their  best,  yet  once  established,  thrive  for  many  years 
without  moving.  They  are  perfectly  hardy,  requiring 
no  protection  even  in  the  most  severe  climate. 

While  many  are  planted  in  spring,  planting  in  Sep- 
tember to  November  saves  a year’s  time,  and  the  root 
suffers  less.  A good  rich  soil  is  essential,  using  bone 
meal  as  a fertilizer,  avoiding  fresh  manure.  An  im- 
portant point  to  observe  is  that  Peonies  should  not  be 
planted  too  deep.  Place  the  roots  so  that  the  crowns 
are  covered  with  2 inches  of  soil — no  more.
